Local Hospital May 
Justly Feel Proud of 
Splendid Record 


The local hospital nas a record 
to which it may point with pride. 
From January 1st of this year to 
August 1st, 165 patients have been 
treated. 
This, however, does not 
include the scores who have re­ 
ceived treatm ent for one day or 
less. Of the 165 who nave a record 
of treatm ent in the hospital, 79 
cases have been major operations, 
52 have been minor operations and 
34 have been medical cases only. 
Out of the total number treated 
there have been nine deaths. These 
nine patients who died were pat­ 
ients with which the doctors did 
not have a fair chance. 
They were 
brought in either in a hopelessly 
injured condition or else in the 
last stages of some disease. 
This 


record of treatm ent is indeed one 
worth of public mention. 
A 
fact 
of 
interest 
about 
the 
treatm ent patients receive in the 
hospital is that they are not gorged 
with 
medicine. 
The 
doctors 
of 
the institution say that we take 
too much' medicine and do not give 
nature a chance to heal us. 
They 
give medicine it is true, but it is 
only to patients really in need of it 
Outside of the operative cases, the 
main treatm ent course is to get 
the patient to rest and, at the same 
time, they feed them the proper 
food they should have. 
The doc-' 
tors further state that most of. the 
people either overeat or eat the 
wrong kind of food. 
In the hos­ 
pital special attention is given to 
dieting. 
Now, this article is not 
belittling the doctor in the least, 
but it is merely to point out that 
we are too prone to imagine fils 
upon ourselves and when we get 
them we think we must be filled 
to the brim 
with medicine. 
It 
would be well for us to use our 
common sense as we go along and 
not take too much medicine or 
take too little. 
There are faddists 
and extremists at both ends of the 
line. 
Let us give our local hospital 
the credit to which it is entitled. 
The work of saving human life is 
indeed a worthy occupation.
